“| Alberta Dividends 


In The Mail 


First batch of Alberta oil divi- 
dends have been mailed out of the 
provincial treasurer's department at 
Edmonton, 

Deputy provincial treasurer K. 
J. Hawkins announced last week 
that a total of 20,000 dividends of 
$17.50 each have been addressed 
to successful applicants. 

This $350,000 cash distributed 
throughout Alberta will be follow- 
ed by other distributions nearly 
every week until the end of the 
fiscal year. 

Hawkins said a total of 267,000 
applications so for have been filed 
in the department. Of these 108, 
000 have been processed and 82, 
000 approved, 

As many as 26,000 application 
forms have been rejected but most 
of the reasons are due to careless 
entries on the documents. Some 
applicants had not been to a com- 
missioner of oaths, others had not 
listed their domiciles or even given 
their existing address. 

“By far the most errors are 
caused by foreign-born citizens who 
have given no details abg@ut na- 
turalization.” Hawkins explained. 

An estimated 560,000 Alberta 
residents will receive dividends this 
year and a total of $10,000,000 has 
been allocated for distribution. 

Applications must be filed by Dec. 
31 but distributions will continue 
until March 31 next year.

tura] Stabilization Act, Canadian 
farmers have added one more to 
the list of artificial supports on 
which their industry is becoming 
more and more dependant.

1. The Crowsnest 
rates at Which the railways are 
compelled to haul western grain 
out of the country at less than 
cost. 


2. Government — subsidizing of 
freight on feed grain from western 
grain fields to eastern feed lots for 
feeding of livestock. 

3. Guaranteed floor prices in 
Canada for many farm products. 

4. Deficiency payments to farm- 
ers on products sold for export 
lower than the prices guaranteed 
for similar products on the domes- 
tic market. 

5: Guaranteed markets for price 
supported products when the avail- 
able market won't absorb them. 

6. Cash advances on farm stored 
grain that the farmers have been 
unable to sell,

8. Farmer controlled marketing 
boards with monopolistic control of 
the marketing of specified products 
and power to prosecute any farmers 
who dare sell their products thru 
any other channel; and also with 
power to destroy crops in order to 
create artificial scarcities and thus 
to raise the prices.

Canada is lucky, reports the Fi- 
nancial Post. It lies right on the 
northern edge of twisterdom. 

There are too few tornadoes each 
year of any magnitude for it to be 
worthwhile of the weathermen 
even to Keep count of them. But 
there are a few that are indelibly 
stamped upon living memories. 

They left behind them trails of 
dead and dying, of wrecked farms 
and homesteads, useless crops. 

There was for example the mid- 
June day in 1946 when the roar of 
a thousand rail-cars thundered 
over the same area around Wind- 
sor and killed 17 people. There 
was, too, the day in August, 1944, 
when a twister destroyed most of 
the town of Kamsack, Sask. 

The old-timers in Saskatchewan 
Will tell you of a tornado in June, 
1912, that killed 28 and caused 
$5 million damage.

Farm Loan 
Limit Increased 


Legislation was introduced into 
the House of Commons last week 
increasing the authorized capital of 


the Canadian Farm Loan Board 
from $4 million to $6 million. This 
will increase the board's lending 


limit from $80 million to $120 mil- 
lion since it is empowered to bor- 
row and loan out up to 20 times 
its outstanding capital.

PUT UP MORE HAY 
FARMERS ADVISED 


The Alberta Agriculture Depart- 
ment has issued an appeal to farm- 
ers to put up as much hay as pos- 
sible this year, 

Deputy Agriculture Minister R. 
M. Putman said stocks of surplus 
hay in the province are not large 
although a few individual farmers 
have a good supply of feed on hand. 

The outlook for 1958, he said, is 
for only a fair to poor crop of 
hay, except in the southwest sec- 
tion of the province and in irri- 
gated areas. 


Mr. Putman said drought = in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba has 
seriously reduced yields of hay, and 
reports indicate that Saskatchewan 
farmers are seeking hay in the irri- 
gated sections of Alberta, 

The hay shortage was also blam- 
ed on the increase in numbers of 
livestock on the farms. Mr, Put- 
nam said their were 2,600,000 head 
of cattle on Alberta farms on June 
1, 1957 compared with 1,563,000 in 
1951. Figures for 1958 are expected 
to show a further increase.

HAIL CLAIM TOTAL 
UP IN MILLIONS 


Last Tuesday's hailstorm, listed 
as one of the worst jn years in the 
Vulcan and Champion areas has 
damaged 200,000 acres of crop land 
and “hailed out” 50,000 to 100,000 
acres according to Glen Elder, 
managing-director of the Alberta 
Hail Insurance Board. 

Mr. Elder told The Herald to- 
day that reports are still trickling 


: | into his office about the storm that 


swept through one of the best farm- 
ing areas in Alberta, 

As of last Monday the board had 
received only 100 reports of crop 
damage but when Tuesday's storm 
lashed out about in a four-and-a 
half hour fury on southern crops, 


the reports leaped to 600 before 
the day was out, 
“Our agents are still compiling 


damage estimates but as far as I 
can see the amount is likely to go 
over, the $2,000,000 mark,” he said. 

Nanton and Durwood | suffered 
heavily. The storm cut out a 6-8 
mile wide path inflicting almost 
100 per cent damage. 

In the Vulean area 8,000 acres 
were smashed down in a six-mile 
path of. distruction with reports 
there indicating 25 to 100 per cent 
damage, 

At Lomond 30,000 acres in a 
three to five mile strip of battering 
received light to 100 per cent dam- 
age. 

But the full extent of the dam- 
age will not be known until all 
claims have been examined and re- 
es submitted, according to Mr. 
Elder.
